A Railroad Strike. 


Leavenworth, Sept. 30,—The labor- 
ers of the Kansas Central Narrow 
Gague Railroad, near Circleville, 
have been on a strike for two days 
past, because they were not paid their 
wages. Early yesterday a party of 
citizens left for the scene of the dis- 
turbance. When at Hilton they were 
joined by Sheriff Williams, of Jackson 
county, with a posse. The ven- 
worth party .was also made part of the. 
posse, and the train proceeded to the 
end of the track beyond Circleville. 
Here a large body of strikers were con- 
egated, many of them on horse back, 
eaded by a man named William 
Hartman. The posse were greeted by 
hoots, yells and all kind of abusing 
epithets. Captain Gough, formerly 
United States Marshal of the district 
of Kansas, where had been selected as 
leader of the Sheriff's posse, command- 
ed Hartman to hait. He was answer- 
ed with a pistol shot. The posse were 
then ordered to fire over his head, 
which was done. Hartman replied 
with two shots from a revolver. The 
osse then, under direction, fired 
directly at him, shooting hin through 
the body, inflicting a wound from 
which he died in the evening. Sub- 
sequently the posse left the train, 
marched into Holton and took up 
quarters in the hotel, which was soon 
surrounded by armed strikers, but 
finding the posse well prepared for 
them they did not attack the house. 
Captain Gough was again arrested last 
night, and released on $10,000 bait.

The Labor Question. 


We areaccustomed to many old 


ideas which are fallacious, and they 
are respected merely on account of 
age. For instance when the working 
man complains at the abundance of 


money, and the lack of employment, 
we say, “True”, my friend, but, let 
not you and I talk of this thing, we 


can’t understand it. You, my labor- 
ing friend, are honest, but your hands 
are too rough for such delicate mat- 
ters. Let us leave such matters to 


our Statesmen. ‘Now this ideais full 


of absurdity, and yet is part of the 
stock in trade of the average citizen. 
. Thereis no denying the fact that! 
while we wait for the Statesmen, the 
the laborer is suffering, or begging 
perhaps. It is also true that*even 


when the statesmen sets to work it 
must be days and months before the 


beneficial change makes itself felt 
among the people—e. g. trade dollars. 
werea short time ago at a ruinous 
Every one who studied the 


discount. 
subject, knew that reaction would 


come, but meanwhile the laboring 
mian was compelled to buy bread at a 
premium, and The démage was done. 


In view of such facts it would seem 
that we need stategmen for preveu- 
tion of evils, rather than the cure. 
How are we to secure these and make 


them responsible, unless the labvurer 


thinks upon his own interests and ex- 
presses his own opinion. We dont 
want to allow him an active, interest- 
ed part in politics, yet we can’t leg- 


islate without helping or cmppling 


him. Isit surprising then, that not 
having been granted the argument, he 
seeks to correct his misfortunes by 
force. 

Now taking the other view, and 
granting that capital should alone 
solve the labor question, and it does 
seem that there is nothing more easy. 


In times of unnatural depression capi-- 


- tal should find the most profitable in- 
vestments. If real estate is below its 
natural value it is certainly more prof- 
itable now to build houses and hire la- 
bor. If labor is willing and raw ma- 
terial is cheaper, then is it not cer- 
tainly more profitable te work these 
up into the finished product which the 
consumer needs?

Foreign Recruits for Mor- 


monism. 


Nrw York, October 1.—The Tri- 
bune says the steamship Wisconson, 
which arrived on Saturday from Liver- 
pool, brought among her steerage pas- 
sengers 459 Mormon emigrants, who 
are principally from Great Britain and 
Scandanavia. About 1,500 new con- 
verts to the Mormon faith had previ- 
ously arrived in the United States this 
season, and about 500 more will leave 
Liverpool October 7. These people 
represent the poorer classes of me- 
chanics and laborers, and are of all 
ages. Twelve Mormon missionaries, 
who have been in Europe for the past 
two years, recruiting these new con- 
verts, also arrived in the Wisconsin. 
Upon being questioned as to their be- 
lief in polygamy, they scouted the 
idea, and said that if polygamy was 
suggested by any one te the adherents 
of the Mormon faith in Europe he 
would be excommunicated from the 
church. The reason, one of the mis- 
sionaries stated, why polygamy was 
practiced in this country, was because 
it was the command of Brigham Young, 
and although it was felt by many te 
be one of the errors of the institution 
of Mormonism, there had been no al- 
ternative except to obey Young's be- 
hests. The new converts do not feel 
alarmed for the church because of 
Brigham Young's death, but say that 
while they mourn his loss they feel 
that God will appoint a successor to 
the prophet.

Facts WortH REMEMBERING.- -One 
thousand shingles laid four inches to 
the weather will cover over 100 square 
feet of surface, and five pounds of 
shingle-nails will fasten them on. 

One-fifth more siding and flooring 
is needed than the number of square 
feet on the surface to be covered, be- 
cause of the lap in the siding and 
matching of the floor. 

One thousand laths will cover70 yds. 
of surface, and 11 pounds of lath-nails 
will nail them on. 

Eight bushels of good lime, 16 
bushels of sand and one bushel of hair 
will make enough mortar to plaster 
100 square yards, 

A cord of stone, three bushels of 
lime and a cubic yard of sand will lay 
100 cubic feet of wall. 

Five courses of brick will lay one 
foot in height on a chimney. Nine 
bricks in a course will make a flue 
eight inches wide and twenty inches 
long, and eight brick in a course will 
make a flue eignt inches wide and 
sixteen inches long.
